business th ere is much o utside matter 
to be co nsidered and th e meeting will 
undo ubtedly be length y, and warm. 
Dr. W. C. Smith , city h ealth o fficer, 
h as prepared an o rdinance wh ich will 
be presented to co uncil to nigh t and 
wh ich if passed will increase th e effec­ 
tiveness o f th e h ealth department o f 
th e city. 
At present th ere is no city h ealth 
o rdinance in 
effect 
in 
Rush ville. 
Th ere is an o rdinance passed b v| th e 
o ld to wn bo ard, but it is very ineffec­ 
tual and it h as been deemed wise to 
o utline an o rdinance similar to th o se 
in effect in o th er cities in th e State. 
Th e o rdinance drawn up by Dr. 
Smith is quite length y and pro vides 
fo r th e pro tectio n o f th e public h ealth , 
directing th e abatement o f nuisances, 
defining th e duties o f th e h ealth o fti 
o er and fixing th e penalties fo r th e 
vio latio n o f any o f th e pro visio ns In 
th e o rdinance. 
Th e o rdinance, if passed, will give 
th e h ealth o fficer, h is deputies, o r th e 
po lice, th e righ t to examine any prem­ 
ises upo n wh ich anyth ing detrimental 
to th e public h ealth may be kept, and 
gives th em th e righ t to o rder th e re­ 
mo val o f th e same o r to h ave it do ne 
at th e city’s expense. 
Th ey, as well 
as anyo ne else, will h ave th e righ t to 
pro secute any ]>erso n wh o fails to 
co mply with th eir demands. 
Th e o rdinance, if {lassed, will per­ 
mit no th ing inside th e city limits 
wh ich may be declared a nuisance, 
pro viding it is injurio us to th e public 
h ealth . 
One clause in th e o rdinance refers 
to co ntageo u* diseases and impo ses a 
fine o f $25 o u any perso n wh o fails to 
repo rt th e same to th e h ealth o fficer. 
Under th e present o rdinance th e 
h ealth o fficer, it is said, h as but little 
po wer to enfo rce h is demands, and th e 
new o rdinance is drawn up fo r th e 
purpo se o f remedying th at evil. 
Th e co uncil at its meeting to nigh t 
will h ear th e o rdinance fo r th e first 
time. Th e questio n o f letting th e fuel 
co ntract fo r th e water and ligh t plant 
will also be co nsidered. Oth er im po rt­ 
ant matters will pro bably co me up fo r 
co nsideratio n.

and refused to pass one or two oth* rs. 
The senate, unlike the house, was up 
with Its work and had time to spare. 
There was little of seriousness in the! 
whole proceedings, and the spirit of 
"the latter days" of the session was j 
well in evidence. 
Even 
the 
most 
bumptious and argum entative of the 
Democrats subsided into a spirit of 
mild ex postulation, and Republicans 
and Democrats mingled tn fraternal 
spirit. 


A hill Introduced by S era to r Wood 
of Tippecanoe, provides for the print­ 
ing of all the codification commission 
acts passed by this general assembly, 
in one book. 
The acts are to be an- 
nutated. The books are to be compiled 
under the direction of a commission­ 
er, to be appointed by the governor, 
who shall receive not to ex ceed $ ’

a month, and whose work must end 
by October 15. 
Not more than 15,009 
shall be printed, and they shall all 
be sold under the direction of the 
secretary of the senate and of « he 
public printer, at a price to be fi .ed 
by the latter. 


Indianapolis, March 7.—The end of 
the six ty-fourth general assembly of 
Indiana, coming at midnight last night, 
was preceded by a day of hilarity and 
good fellow ship. 
During the morning 
sessions in ue house and senate the 
members seemed to take enough inter­ 
est in the rush proceedings to remain 
at their desks and vote, but during the 
afternoon and evening the wildest con­ 
fusion prevailed. 
Members vied with 
one another, apparently, in testing 
their lung capacity; waste-paper bas­ 
kets and pamphlets flew from one side 
of the chamber to the other in good- 
natured unrestraint; clerks, secreta­ 
ries and members were called upon for 
speeches; and the Democratic and Re­ 
publican sides outdid themselves in 
showering compliments and ex tending 
felicitations to eacn other. 
It was 
a typical "last day” session. 
Evei /- 
one was glad when midnight came and 
the fall of the gavels dismissed them 
sine die. 
The present session has been pro­ 
ductive of much important legislation. 
For number of bills introduced and 
passed it has been a» record breaker. 
Fully 800 bills were Introduced in the 
two branches and fully 150 of them 
were passed and were signed by the 
governor. 
Five of the six measures of the codi­ 
fication commission are now enacted 
into law'. 
The commission of 1881 
submitted six ty-seven bills, but only 
thirty-four of them were passed. 
The 
record of the present commission is 
considered remarkable and is taken 
as a distinct compliment to the legal 
ability of its members. 
It is said that 
their record has never been equalled 
in the United States. Other important 
bills passed were the bill creating a 
railroad commission; 
establishing a 
new insane hospital; a new' epileptic 
hospital; fix ing an annual appropria 
tion of $25.000 for the advancement of 
agriculture in ti.e state; strengthen­ 
ing the Nicholson law by permitting 
rem onstrances to be directed against 
either 
the 
individual 
applicant 
or 
against the traffic in a township or 
ward 
and 
prohib,. ng 
an 
applicant 
who has been successfully rem onstrat­ 
ed against from applying again for a 
period of two years; and the ex tending 
of permission, through the Guirl In­ 
surance law', to foreign mutual fire 
Insurance 
companies 
to 
enter 
the 
state. 
It was found necessary to appropri­ 
ate $2.000 in addition to the $115.000 
set aside early in the session to pay 
the ex penses of the f>4th general as­ 
sembly. 
John Reed of the auditor’s 
office made a calculation and found 
that all the outstanding w arrants made 
a total of $U5,280. 
In addition to this 
there still Is about $100 due for clerical 
work and about $1.000 of the printer’s 
bill was still unpaid. 
To be on the 
safe side. Therefore, an ex tra $2.000 
was regarded as necessary. 
To meet 
a possible deficit. Senator Goodwine 
last week offered an amendment to 
the general appropriation bill appropri­ 
ating an additional $1.000. 
This was 
made a subject for the joint confer­ 
ence between committees appointed by 
the house and senate and the basis of 
a recommendation that $2.000 be ap­ 
propriated. 
In taking final adieu to their legisla­ 
tive duties several legislators, through 
the agency of close political friends, 
made announcem ent of political am bi­ 
tion other than to continue in the state 
legislature. 
At least four congression­ 
al booms were either started, pushed 
along or talked of. besides candidates 
for secretary of state. United States 
marshal, 
and 
a 
federal 
judgeship. 
Friends of Senator Clinton C. Lyons 
of Grant county gave out the tip that 
he will be a o**ndidate for the Repub­ 
lican nomination for secretary of state 
before the convention in 1906. 
Lyons, 
it is understood, has been surveying 
the political field for several months, 
but only a few days ago gave a free 
rein to his friends. 
Senator Ulre.v’s 
boom for the Democratic nomination 
in the Twelfth district was started 
afresh. 
The senator, instead of at 
tem pting to head It off. only smiled 
and told his friends, good nattiredly, 
to "go ahead.” 
Senator Hendee was 
told by a good many senators that they 
would be glad to see him United States 
district 
attorney four years 
hence. 
Representative Colvert told a number 
of his friends that he has hts eye on 
the United 
States 
m arshalship and 
will begin laying a few fences in thx t 
direction. 
Representative Guirl con­ 
firmed the rumors that he will be a 
candidate for congress in the Fifth to 
succeed Congressman Holliday. 
Rep­ 
resentative 
Zach 
Scifres 
conferred 
with Democratic leaders during the 
day and talked over the congressional 
situation in the Thhrd district. 
He 
would like to succeed Congressman 
Griffiths. Dr. Yencer of Wayne county 
intimated that he will be after the 
scalp of Congressman Watson in the 
near future.

Indianapolis. March 7.—Last night 
at midnight, by constitutional limita­ 
tion, the Six ty-fourth General Assem­ 
bly of Indiana became history. 
The 
closing hours of the session 
were 
marked by levity and song on the part 
of the members, the customary hurly- 
burly and good-natured "horse play” 
which have ever marked the dragging 
hours before adjournment, scattering 
to the winds the traditional dignity 
which is supposed to invest as a man­ 
tel the grave and reverend seignors 
who make up the laws of our great 
commonwealth. 
But why not? 
With 
the probably conscious feeling of duty 
well done wras there not something in 
the very atm osphere of the hour to 
produce a relax ation—even of toga- 
clad dignity? 
As schoolboys, when 
the long term is ended, cast their 
books to the winds and, kicking up 
their heels, bid care begone, so these 
faithful public servants threw off re­ 
straint and for a season indulged the 
natural man. 
After all, men are but 
boys grown, you know. 
Duty Well Done. 
"The conscious febllng of duty well 
done” above referred to is not merely 
a suppositious ex pression of self-gratu- 
latory opinion on thé part of the mem­ 
bers who have composed the great ma­ 
jority of this 64th assembly. 
While 
most too early to ex press a full appre­ 
ciation of the wrork of this now historic 
body, it is believed that the common 
opinion over the state will uphold the 
not unnatural feeling of those who 
have thus made legislation that theirs 
has been. Indeed, a dirty well done. Of 
the acts of this apparently conscien­ 
tious body a further review will be 
marie in this correspondence at a later 
date 
Strenuous Days for Governor. 
These early March days have proven 
strenuous ones for Governor Hanly. 
long days, too, stretching far into the 
night, for there has been laid upon 
the burden of his official cares that 
which has called for the consumption 
of much midnight oil on the part of 
Indiana’s 
earnest 
chief 
ex ecutive. 
During the latter days of the now rem ­ 
iniscent 
legislature 
both 
branches 
sent down hills to the governor literal­ 
ly by the basketful. 
And this aval­ 
anche of legislation has received his 
most thoughtful consideration. Nor is 
the task ended. 
According to the con­ 
stitution. "No bill shall be presented 
to the governor within two days nex t 
previous to the final adjournment of 
the general assembly." 
This is taken 
to mean that If the governor chooses 
he may refuse to consider bills passed 
after the session of last Friday. Sun­ 
day not being counted 
As a m atter of 
fact, previous governors have received 
bills up to the last day of the assem 
bly, and the courts have held that they 
will not go behind the records to prow» 
that a bill was received by the gover­ 
nor after the limitation provided for 
by the constitution. 
The constitution 
has a special provision regarding bills 
presented to the governor too late for 
three days’ consideration before ad­ 
journment. 
The governor has five 
days after the adjournm ent in which to 
consider such bills. 
If within that 
time the governor flies the bills with 
the secretary of state with his objec­ 
tions. the effect is the same as a veto 
during the session, and the bills will 
be presented to the nex t session for 
re-enactment. 
Otherwise such bills 
become laws. 
Why Many Bills Died. 
That scores of bills would die in 
sight of the promised land at the close 
of the legislature was a foregone con­ 
clusion as early as the first of last 
week. 
When the week opened there 
were 135 house bills ready for action 
and 121 senate bilis. 
Of course bare­ 
ly one-halt of these bills cog Id pass 
before adjournment. 
They were sim ­ 
ply up against natural limitations. Up 
to the opening of tha, week 191 house 
bills had been indefinitely postponed. 
105 house hills had been passed, thirty- 
four senate bills had been passed and 
fifteen senate bills had been indefinite­ 
ly postponed. 
Up to the beginning of 
the week 431 house bills had been in 
troduced and 170 senate bills had been 
received from the senate 
The record 
of the senate shows that 175 senate 
bill# had passed and fifty house bill*, 
as 
compared 
with 
105 
house 
bills 
passed In the house and thlrty-fouT 
•enate hills. 
This Indicates greater 
ex pedition of work on the part of ths 
senate, due partly to the fact that the 
senate is composed of one half of the 
num ber of men. and is able, under Its 
rules, to work faster 
Now that the 
members are returning to their homes 
many will be able to ex plain to their 
constituents that in the final rush of 
the session the meamtrea which they 
had pro mi set I to see enacted into law 
were crushed out. 
More Than They Ex pected. 
Now that it is all over most of the 
m em bers will admit that they are tired 
and would have been glad had the ses­ 
sion been but half its length 
On the 
other hand there are those who would 
like to stay here the year around 


Some of the members, especially those 
who never before have had legislative 
ex perience, 
are 
disappointed. 
This 
thing of making laws is not what they 
thought it to be and when they left 
their homes and 
io iu their constitu­ 
ents what they proposed to do they 
really thought they would be able to 
accomplish what they intended. 
But 
they font*! that while they were "big 
ones at home” they did not cut much 
figure in the proceedings 
Many of 
of them were not able to get bills 
further than to a committee where the 
bills were asphyx iated, and the disap­ 
pointment was great 
Other members 
who knew the ropes got all they asked 
for and the disappointed ones won­ 
dered why certain per*« a* got their 
measures through and others did not. 
They are beginning to realise that It 
is all in tne “ know how*" and if yon 
wish to accomplish anything von have 
to stand tn with those who do things. 
It is not cause for wonder, therefore, 
that there are members who are glad 
it is all over and that they are willing 
to stay at home so far as being a 
member of the legislature 
is con­ 
cerned. 
Teachers Have Hopes. 
Teachers over the state who have 
been anx ious for the legislature to do 
lom ething to help them get more mon­ 
ey in the way of salaries are disap­ 
pointed because of failure of action 
along this line. 
State Superintendent 
Cotton, however, takes a hopeful view 
of the future, and says the teachers 
should "cheer up.” 
The question of 
more pay for teachers, he says, is 
largely a local one—a question to be 
solved jy < ach county for itself, rather 
than one for the legislature to work 
out. 
Schools which are benefited by 
the three-fifths of a cent levy can here­ 
after see tueir way to give the teachers 
more money. 
In the richer communi­ 
ties the way seems io be open for the 
school authorities to raise salaries. If 
they will only avail themselves of it. 
“The legislature has not passed all 
of the educational hills which have 
been offered.” Mr. Cotton said, “but 
altogether the school authorities of the 
state have no cause 
for complaint 
The bill for the appointment of an 
assistant state superintendent, which 
went through the senate, would meet 
a real need in the educational affairs 
of Indiana. 
With the present force in 
the state superintendent's office it is 
simply Impossible to do any construc­ 
tive work. The large clerical demands 
ex haust the time and energy of the 
superintendent and his assistants aad 
tK -s of larger educational mor eat 
m 
always wait. 
During the .aat 
twenty-five years the work of the de­ 
partment has grown wonderfully and 
yet in all this time, with the increased 
duties, only one clerk has been added 
to the force. The slate superintendent 
should be able to direct the education­ 
al forces of the state along the most 
advanced lines of thought, and his time 
should not be consumed with clerical 
details. 
An assistant superintendent 
would enable him to do some work 
that needs to be done at once.” 
Hogate Not Forgotten. 
Julian Hogate, secretary of the sen­ 
ate, is not or.ly one of the best-known 
newspaper men in the state, but is a 
prince of good fellows. That his am ia­ 
ble qualities were recognized by the 
clerks of the senate during the trying 
days of the session was attested the 
other oay when he was called into the 
engrossing room and made the recipi­ 
ent of a handsome clock. 
The clerks 
of the senate were the donors. 
En­ 
grossing Ulerk Charles R. I,ane of Ft. 
W ayne made the presentation speech. 
He said a lot of good things about the 
genial secretary and told of the pleas­ 
ant times the clerks had enjoyed nnder 
his considerate directorship 
When 
Lane nad concluded the other clerks 
told Hogate what a good fellow he is. 
Hogate succeeded in controlling hfs 
emotions long enough to thank “the 
boys" in a gracious and pleasing way. 
A Fitting Remembrance. 
One of the last acts of the legisla­ 
ture was a graceful one. holding tn 
rem em brance the nam es of the capitol 
commissioners. 
By concurrent resolu­ 
tion the custodian of the statehouse 
was authorized to place on one of the 
marble tablets in the rotunda of the 
statehouse the names of the commis­ 
sioners 
under 
whose 
direction 
the 
statehouse was constructed 
It was 
held that the commissioners had done 
a great and honest work for the state 
and were ueserving of the recognition 
proposed by the resolution 
The com 
mlssioners were Governor Jam es D 
Williams. Governor Isaac P Gray, Gov­ 
ernor Albert G. Porter. W. Riley Me- 
Keen. John Collett. 
YV 
B 
Seward. 
Jo h n lx » ve. Thpmas A 
Morris. Isaac 
G. D. Nelson and Henry Mursinna 
Old Controversy Settled.

No Inv asio n o f Co urts. 
Governor Haniy has not been a bit 
chftry in the ex ercises of his veto pow- 


p t . and his messages in this connec­ 
tion have made some mighty good 
reading 
The clarity of the opinions 
thus ex pressed is not surprising to 
those familiar with the governor’s dic­ 
tion. and the logic displayed in his 
vetoes is the logic learned in the 
vital school of ex perience. The gover­ 
nor has in a high degree the quality 
of getting at the foundation of things. 
For instance, in vetoing senate bill 
No. 38. a bill concerning the practice 
in case of appeals to the supreme and 
appellate courts, the ex ecutive head of 
the state took the position that there 
was one provision of the bill that was 
clearly unconstitutional 
In his veto 
message the governor wrote: 
"Section 12 of the measures provides 
that when a petition for a rehearing is 
filed in either the appellate or the su­ 
preme court, the chief juatice or pre­ 
siding judge shall distribute the case 
to some judge other than the writer of 
the original opinion, who shall re-ex ­ 
amine such record and report thereon. 
This section presents a graver ques 
tion than any heretofore mentioned. 
It Is a direct invasion by the legisla­ 
ture of the rights and powers of an­ 
other independent and co-ordinate de­ 
partm ent of the state government. By 
ex press constitutional 
provision the 
government of this state is divided 
into three separate departments, in 
dependent 
and 
co-ordinate— legisla­ 
tive. ex ecutive and judicial. 
The ju­ 
diciary constitutes an independent de­ 
partment of government—possessing 
not only equal powers, but ex clusive 
powers with respect to the duties as­ 
signed to it. 
The supreme court is a 
constitutional tribunal. 
Its power to 
prescribe rules regulating the conduct 
of Its business ex ists, not by virtue of 
legislation, but by virtue of the in­ 
herent right of that tribunal to m ain­ 
tain its dignity and independence and 
to decide for itself the manner and 
mode in which it shall discharge its 
official duties. 
Into that domain the 
legislature has no right to go.” 
The Bribery Charges. 
The grand jury, under the instruc­ 
tions of Jude*» Alford, has taken hold 
of the bribery investigation with com 
mendabl* zeal 
P ro s e c n J» - Attorney 
Benedict and Attorney General Miller 
era doing their full duty and a search 
Ing investigation is being made Judge 
Alford called special attention to Sec 
tion 2696 of the revised statutes tin 
der which, of course, indictments must 
be retufneu 
That is a broad section 
It provides that anyone who "corruptly 
gives, promises or offers" to any mem­ 
ber of the legislature or to any state 
officer "any money or valuable thing” 
shall he guilty of the offense described 
in the section. 
Here the only question 
is as to the word ‘ corruptly, 
and. as 
Judge Alford shows, the corrupt in 
tent may be inferred. 
He said: 
“It Is 
competent to show the corrupt intent 
of an offer of money and the corrupt 
intent of the receiving of money by 
showing at other 
and to other 
members similar < ffera requests and 
demands have been n mCe by the same 
person or persons now under invest! 
gation.” 
Can it be said that anything 
is ever given by a corporation agent 
to the members of a state legislature 
that is not given with a corrupt intent, 
or. as t..e statute puts it. "corruptly” ?

Mukden, March 7.—The ro ad so uth­ 
ward Is cro wded as far as the eye can 
reach by a co ntinuo us file o f two ­ 
wheeled Chinese carts full o f Russian 
wo unded, the best testimo ny o f the 
valo r with which th* army o f the East 
fighting co ntinuo usly fo r a fo rtnight, 
has defended every inch o f the gro und 
o ver which it has been co mpelled by 
superio r numbers to retire. Each cart 
bears fro m three to five wo unded men. 
who se exhaustio n is almo st to o utter 
fo r them to feel pain. 
Scarcely a 
gro an o r cry is heard—no t even the 
mo ans o f the dying—o nly the dismal 
creak o f tne rude wheels and the thud 
o f the 
po nies’ 
ho o fs 
are 
audible. 
Mo st o f the wo undei. have their heads 
co vered with Chinese blankets o r dirty 
co ats, stilt with co agulated blo o d, hid­ 
ing wan ard dirty faces disto rted with 
pain, sunken eyes and expanded no s­ 
trils. 
Here and there Is seen a cart 
with two wo unded men. betwreen who m 
is a co rpse, which with every jo lt 
po unds against the helpless living 
co mrades o f the man o n who se face 
death had sealed the disto rtio n o f un­ 
bearable ago ny. 
The valley in .ro nt o f the Russian 
po sitio n has beco me a valley o f death. 
Co rpses strew the debatable gro und 
fro m which neither side can remo ve 
its dead. 
Again and again the Japanese charg­ 
ed do wn the slo pe and up the hill. 
Again and again the Russians co unter 
attacked, trying to gain po ssessio n o f 
’’the hill with the to wer.” No quarter 
was asked fo r o r given by either side. 
The enmity ceased o nly in death—the 
wo unded with breasts to rn o pen by 
shrapnel o r bayo net, essaying ano ther 
sho t with their last breath. 
Here sits a Japanese upo n a sto ne 
a mo ment’s pause fo r rest having 
stretched him o ut into eternity. 
There lie iwo fo es with bayo nets 
sheathed in each o ther’s breasts. 
Ev­ 
erywhere 
co rpses—co rpses—co rpses. 
Fo r two days the Russians had been 
co ncentrating a heavy artillery fire o n 
“the hill with the to wer.” sto pping the 
sapper wo rks. 
At 2 o 'clo ck in the 
mo rning 
the 
Russian 
skirm ishers 
heard a no ise at “the hill with th© 
to wer.” 
Creeping fo rward they dis­ 
co vered that the Japanese were heap­ 
ing up co rpses as defenses. 
The Rus­ 
sian field batteries immediately o pened 
fire and fo rced a cessatio n o f the 
wo rk. 
At dawn the Japanese attacked the 
Russian po sitio ns near Oubenepusa 
The attackers were scarcely reco gniz­ 
able as valiant Japanese, so mechani­ 
cally did they mo ve fo rward and. with 
undying persistence, attacked o nly to 
be thro wn back. 
They repeated this 
at 10 in the mo rning after a prepara­ 
to ry artillery bo mbardment and reach­ 
ed the Russian trenches, where a bav- 
o net fight ensued. 
At the crucial mo ­ 
ment General Alfeff, co mmanding the 
vanguard, arrived o n the scene with 
two co mpanies and turned the sca’.e 
against the Jaiianese. 
The general bo mbardment o f the en 
tire Russian line is beifig co ntinued, 
the Japanese using very heavy Po rt 
Arthur guns (11-inch Ho witzers), the 
largest ever used 
in field fighting 
These are bo mbarding the Russian 
po sitio ns and the Chinese villages in 
the Russian lines o n bo th sides o f the 
railro ad and two o r three miles no rth 
o f the Shake river, do ing great dam­ 
age. blo wing up villft reg. buildings and 
earthwo rks and giving General Kuro - 
patkin's army a taste o f the unpleas­ 
ant features o f the Po rt Arthur siege 
This bo mbardment 
is pro bably 
the 
heaviest ever kno wn.

St. Petersburg. March 7.—Acco rding 
to co rrespo ndents with the Russian 
army, the tide o f battle yesterday was 
gradually ro iling back fro m the im­ 
mediate vicinity o f Mukden, o peratio ns 
up to no o n having resulted in the cap­ 
ture o f several villages west and so uth­ 
west o f Mukden; but late In the after­ 
no o n the Japanese inaugurated a ser­ 
ies o f desperate attacks, the o utco me 
o f which is still no t chro nicled. 
Gen­ 
eral Kaulbars. who is co nsidered to be 
the best o f General Kuro patkln’s sub­ 
o rdinates. has taken perso nal charge 
o f the o peratio ns in this field. 
The 
co mmander-in-chief also is devo ting 
his attentio n to the fighting in the 
same lo cality. 
At latest repo rts the Japanese had 
also launched an attack against Po u- 
tilo ff hill and o ther po ints o n the Rus­ 
sian fro nt, presumably with the inten­ 
tio n o f regaining po sitio ns fro m which 
the Russians had o usted them during 
the night, and also to prevent General 
Kuro patkin fro m dispatching further 
reinfo rcements against General No gi’s 
hard-pressed 
veterans. 
The 
latter, 
ho wever, have go tten up heavy field 
artillery to their suppo rt, making a 
much mo re even fight against the Rus­ 
sian canno n. 
Co mparative inactivity 
is the rule o n the extreme left. 
The Russians claim mino r successes 
against General Kuro ki. who , presum­ 
ably having sho t his bo lt and effected 
at least o ne o f his o bjects, that o f 
drawing Russian reinfo rcements, may 
have fo rwarded a part o f his army to 
reinfo rce the center and west flank. 
The war o ffice estim ates the number 
wo unded in the battle o f Mukden at 
12.000. 
including 
234 
o fficers, 
but 
makes no statem ent regarding the 
number o f dead. 
This undo ubtedly Is 
a co nservative statem ent. 
The Jap­ 
anese lo sses, acco rding to the same 
so urce o f info rmatio n, are estimated at 
30.000. 
The o ptimistic to ne o f the war co r­ 
respo ndence is reflected in military 
circles here. 
It is co nsidered that 
even if General Kuro patkin has no t 
succeeded in delivering a crushing 
blo w at the Japanese he has at least 
insured the po ssibility o f withdrawal, 
which was greatly Jeo pardized by the 
o peratio ns o f Generals No gt and Ku- 
ro ki. 
The result o f General Kuro pat- 
kin’s repo rted co unter attack west o f 
the railro ad which if successful wo uld 
drive a wedge between the Russian 
army and the Japanese fo rces o n the 
Shakhe river, is awaited with keen 
anxiety. 
It is felt that this is the o p­ 
po rtunity which he missed at Liao 
Yang and which deprived the Russians 
o f victo ry when it had almo st been 
wo n.

J ohn Kizer, who cla ims to be one of 
the oldest Hoosiers, wa s born Dec. 
16, 1808, in Verna , nea r tlie city of 
Hesse Ca mel, the ca pita l of Kur Hes- 
ten, 
in 
centra l 
Germa ny. 
Tha t 
country ha d compulsory educa tiona l 
la ws, a nd during the school yea r the 
la d a ttended 
every da y, including 
Sa turda ys, from the time lie wa s 6 to 14 
vea rs of a ge. 
Mr. Kizer wa s a ¡» ea s- 
a ot’s sou a nd in a ddition to a knowl­ 
edge of fa rming he lea rned the wa gon­ 
er’s a nd butcher’« tra des. 
At the a ge 
of 17 Mr. Kizer pa ssed a milita ry ex ­ 
a mina tion, the 
requirements 
being 
physica l perfection a utl a sta ture of 5 
feet 4 indies. 
The physicia n 
who 
ex a mined Mr. Kizer opened the letter’s 
shirt a t the throa t a nd looking a t him 
intently sa id, “ You’ll live to he a s 
old a s the rocks themselves.” 
Owing to a slight disfigurement of 
the fa ce, ca used by the kick of a n 
a rmy horse, Mr. Kizer wa s relea sed 
from milita ry service before the ex ­ 
pira tion of the required time. 
•"In the villa ge of Muhlhousen, five 
miles from Verna , lived the Wa lder- 
ioldts. 
Old Mr. 
Wa lderholdt 
wa s 
fa ta lly ill. 
He ha d a la rge fa mily 
it sma ll children a nd the wife a nd 
mother wa s 
grea tly 
concerned for 
their welfa re. 
But the old ma n sa id, 
“ Don’t worry, don’t worry—send for 
one of the Kizer boys; he ca n ta ke ca re 
of you.” 
And so J ohn Kizer wa s in­ 
sta lled in the Wa lderholdt home. 
The 
debts were a ll pa id in less tha n a yea r. 
The Wa lderholdt« ha il a da ughter 
na med Ma rtha , who possetsed a sweet 
voice a ud wa s one of the best musi­ 
cia ns of Verna . 
And there it wa s tha t 
J ohn Kizer loved a ud ma rried Ma rtha 
Wa lderholdt. 
Tha t wa s 
Ma rch 3d, 
¡841. 
Mr. a nd Mrs. Kizer continued 
to live in 
G e r m a n y for more tha n ten 
yea rs, but 
he couldn’t endore the 
thought of his boys growing up to 
give the best yea rs of their lives to 
the services 
of 
the 
Emperor. 
He 
thought of free America , a nd deter­ 
mined to lea ve his fa therla nd for this 
new la ud of promise. 
And with his 
wife a nd six children emigra ted to 
America in 1851. 
Arriving in New 
York, the Kisers ca me by ra il wa it 
to Buffa lo. 
From there they ca me in 
wa gons to Germa ntown, Ind. 
When Mr. Kizer a rrived a t Ger­ 
ma ntown he could not spea k English. 
Germa n of tha t villa ge offered him 
pa rt of his house to store his goods 
until a home be found. 
The Germa n 
told Mr. Kizer a nything the la tter 
oa red to pla ce in the house would be 
sa fe. 
Mr. Kizer wa s a well-to-do ma n 
in Germa ny. 
At New York lie ex ­ 
cha nged his money for 
our 
gold, 
which lie pla ced In a stout lea ther belt. 
It wa s so hea vy it beca me a grea t bur­ 
den to him. 
His wife wore it pa rt 


of the time to relieve him. 
Ha ving 
confidence in his Germa n friend the 
belt wa s stored in a chest with the rest 
of their goods. 
A fewr weeks la ter 
the Germa n disa ppea red. 
Mr. Kiser 
went to look for his belt ot gold. 
It 
ha d a lso disa ppea red. 
The emigra nt 
wa s thrown upon his own resources. 
His first work in this country wa s to 
help thresh whea t by horso power. 
At Germa ntown he entr» ged in the 
pork pa cking business. 
With a com­ 
mon shovel ne helped to loa d tlie ca rs 
with gra vel for the construction of 
the Pa uha ndle ra ilroa d from Richmond 
to India na polis. 
When Mr. Kizer moved to Rush 
county he lived just southwest of Ca r­ 
tha ge. 
His corn crop ha d to be ,i» f 
before it ma tured in order to ma ke 
wa y for the bnilding of the pike to 
Wa lnut Ridge. 
He helped to build a ll 
the turnpikes ra dia ting from Ca rtha ge. 
The old Knightstown a nd Ca rtha ge 
toll roa d, which only a few 'yea rs a go 
beca me a free pike, wa s one of these. 
Mr. Kizer would cra dle whea t a ll da y 
for his neighbors a nd shock whea t 
a fter night. 
Mr. Kizer’s record in 
a ny work he « lid wa s the bout. 


The Kizers moved to their present 
home in 1887. 
Mrs. Kizer, who wa s 
born J a n 7th, 1816, tiled Ma rch 6th, 
1807. 
To them were born nine child­ 
ren, four of whom a re living —a ll in 
or nea r Ca rtha ge. 
Mr. Kizer is the 
olilest ma n in the countv. 
He still 
ha s his wedding shirt finished with 
fine ha nd embroidery. 
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
